Dear Chair Barger and Members of the Board:

We are contacting you on behalf of BizFed, the Los Angeles County Business Federation. We
are an alliance of over 200 business associations who represent 400,000 employers with 3.5
million employees in Los Angeles County.

BizFed continues to have significant concerns with the scope, timing, cost, impact and
legality of the Oil Well Ordinance discussion draft, which would constrain our local energy
supplies and make the County even more dependent on supertanker imports from other
countries. In light of the Board of Supervisors’ unanimous September 15 Motion requiring
the Department of Regional Planning (the Department) and other County offices to report
on energy resiliency before proceeding with “any proposed policies that may impact and
constrain our energy supplies and our resiliency,” we request that your Board direct the
Department and the Planning Commission to suspend further action on the draft Oil Well
Ordinance and postpone the current September 23 comment deadline until such time as the
reports requested in the September 15 Motion have been completed and thoroughly
considered.

The September 15 Motion directs the Department and other County offices to “develop and
report-back in 90 days with a comprehensive review of existing County policies, practices,
and operations” covering all types of energy supplies. The Motion specifies that: “The
report, at a minimum, should provide a specific focus on equity in all the following areas
before County departments proceed with actuating any proposed policies that may impact
and constrain our energy supplies and our resiliency:

. The resiliency of the County’s energy supply against climate change, natural
disasters, international turmoil, power outages, cyber-attacks, transportation disruptions,
and price spikes and what the impact would be on the County’s Energy Resiliency as the
County works to eliminate disproportionate health outcomes in communities of color and
potentially eliminates one or more of our sources of local energy production;

J Impacts on the ability to supply the more than 10 million LA County residents
dependably with food, water, medicine, transportation, building materials, and household
goods during unforeseen emergencies such as catastrophic earthquakes, pandemics,
extreme heat events, and extended power outages;

J The current status of resiliency and the impacts of proposed policies mandating
decarbonization, including on emergency preparedness in the event of extended power
outages;

. Life-cycle analysis on jobs, energy affordability, and economic impacts, with a focus
on communities of color and the most vulnerable neighborhoods;

J Include recommendations from the report back in the draft LA County Climate Action
Plan prior to implementation of energy transition related goals.” [Emphasis added]
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Finally, the motion requires County departments to “"expedite the Resiliency report analysis
requested in the Board’s August 13, 2019 Motion,” which has yet to be completed. BizFed
and other commenters have repeatedly raised serious questions about the County’s
seeming rush to develop plans or proposals to eliminate local energy sources without
knowing the impacts on our economy, employment and the reliability and affordability of
our energy supply, particularly for disadvantaged communities. Despite the straightforward
text of the Motion, and the importance of oil and natural gas to meeting the County’s
sizeable energy demand, we understand that Department staff do not believe it applies to
the draft Oil Well Ordinance. Therefore, we believe your Board should instruct the
Department and the Planning Commission to pause action on the draft Oil Well Ordinance
until the reports are completed and their results fully considered.

Since the Department announced its draft Oil Well Ordinance, COVID-19 has created
daunting economic, housing, public health and energy crises, all of which would be
exacerbated by the implementation of the draft Oil Well Ordinance as written. If, after
consideration of the reports required by the September 15 Motion, the Department intends
to proceed with an updated Oil Well Ordinance, we urge the Department to consider the
County’s diverse essential energy and construction workers who would be most impacted by
the Ordinance. We believe that its combination of bans, phase-outs, impractical operating
restrictions and expanded setbacks would have several negative consequences. The
accumulation of new regulations would severely curtail local oil and gas production,
employment and investment. It would also impede housing development around existing oil
fields due to the reciprocal nature of setbacks, prevent access to private mineral rights
throughout unincorporated areas of the County and make Angelenos even more dependent
on supertanker imports from distant countries that don’t apply our world-leading labor,
human rights and environmental standards. The County should not adopt an importation-
first strategy that limits the ability to use local resources to provide for the basic needs of
Angelenos and cedes control of our energy supply and environmental standards to other
states and countries.

In particular, an increase in setbacks would impact the cost and availability of housing by
establishing large “no build” zones around existing fields without any health benefit.
Because health-based setbacks are reciprocal, they would interfere with ambitious plans to
increase residential construction and density to address the housing crisis. We continue to
oppose the inclusion of an expanded setback within the draft Ordinance because it is
unwarranted, restricts much needed housing development, and results in takings issues
which have significant legal implications for the County.

The proposed restrictions on local oil and natural gas production would also be regressive.
They would raise unemployment rates among diverse Angelenos and reduce County
household incomes at a time when financial sustainability is increasingly tenuous. Especially
in light of current economic turmoil, the County’s efforts should be focused on economic
recovery and job stability for working families who are struggling to afford to live in the
County. Any turn of the screw that increases costs of basic necessities contributes to income
inequality.

COVID-19, recent power disruptions and natural disasters have all reinforced the
importance of local supply chains and the need to develop all available local resources to
increase our resiliency and sustainability. Continued production of local oil, natural gas and
electricity by a highly-qualified local workforce is essential to ensure an affordable and
reliable energy supply for the County, even as we actively pursue technological
improvements to make local energy storage viable at scale.
